Ono of the best semi-annual meet- 
ings of tbe Students' Society took 
place»yesterday morning in the ball- 
room of tbe Union, when some seven 
hundred students justified tbe action 
of tho authorities to cancel lectures 
for that purpose. 

D. R. Learoyd ably presided ovor 
tho meeting, and in a concise way 
bandied the many important and 
much-discussed matters of business. 

Tho president, after a word or so, 
called on the secretary, J. A. Lalanne, 
to read the minutes of the last meet- 
ing; following which, a few items of 
note arising from them wero dis- 
cussed. 

Lalanne, on presenting the Council 
statement for the past year, intro- 
duced several important topics. The 
financial report shows a. deficit which 
will more than likely bo reduced by 
tho receipt of several outstanding 
sources yet to be heard from. 

The reason for this deficit was very 
clearly explained by Mr. Learoyd and 
also by Mr. Lalanne. The fact that 
there are at present several student 
athletic clubs which are raising none 
or véry little revenue, but are draw- 
ing considerably upon the resources 
of tho Council, such as the Swimming 
Club, Ski Clul), Harrier and others. 
The practice of having a training 
tablé for several teams was tried out 
on a )arge «aie for the first time ( 
wlilch drew . considerably from tbe 
funds. Another large factor was *.bo 
repairing dono to tbe Union building. 
Mr. Lalanne explained that during 
the war the building was neglected, 
and that this year In addition to tho 
current expenses a great deal of re- 
pairing was necessitated, much of 
wh;ich : was iji connection with the 

Cafeteria The travelling expenses 

of the teams have been increased; 
faros and hotel accommodation have 
mounted up exceedingly in the past; 
while tho number of teams travelling 
has also been enlarged upon. 

Owing to the above facts and the 
many other reasons clearly put before 
the gathering, the president empha- 
sized the essential increase to the 
Universal Fee of the undergraduate 
body. After no small amount of dis- 
cussion, the following motion was 
passed, increasing tho Universal Fee 
to 1 12, and that with the permission 
of the various uudorgraduale societies 
the amount of their allotment will be 
cut by fifty per cent.

FOUNDATIONS 



• • The most essential part of a building is the foundation. It must 
feF'decp, strong and"rrr11irforThe-straitrof-the edifice built on it is 
terrific and the builder can *take : no chances oh a flimsy foundation 
at will not stand the test of time. Solid rock must be the basis 
n which the building rests, and in many cases cement pillars are 
sunk for grc .t distances into the earth until they reach a firm strata 
of rock. 

A college course should be the foundation *n which we will build 
our future lives, and this foundation should be as well laid and ris 
secure as that of the highest skyscraper in any of our big cities. The 
rouble confronting most students is that they are given x so much 
>vork to do that they cannot master any one subject as they would 
wish to do. j 

Thus instead of building a firm foundation of knowledge a frail 
edifice is erected that reminds one of the house built upon the sands, 
and as soon as the time of examinations is over and the student steps 
forth from the university, the winds begin to blow and the storm to 
bçat and the hastily erected foundation of knowledge is broken into 
«jimillion pieces before the .strength of the .blast, which in this case 
i's'^the wear and tear of the world. • - 

In college life social and athletic activities play a very import- 
ant part in the formation of character, but if a man conscientiously 
docs all the work he has to do, he does not have time for these phases 
of college life that are so vital. Generally the student allows his 
work to suffer. Then, would it not be possible, in Arts especially, 
to cover lcr-s work: to do it thoroughly; to master the basic principles 
of the various subjects and thus to build a strong, sure base of edu 
cation on which the student could continue to build after His course 
was finished. If a man was given the time to study each fact that 
he learns carefully and thoroughly he could build up an education as 
'secure and as well balanced as the wall laid by a bricklayer. Through 
knowledge he would obtain widened interests and as day followed 
day. and year succeeded to, year his intellect and interests would ex- 
pand and grow and he would be a man who was a blessing to himself 
and to everyone with whom he came into contact. 

After all, the time spent at college is a very short period of a 
man's life, and he must go on learning many things after he leaves 
the university. The human brain can only assimilate a certain 
amount of knowledge at a time and if this amount exceeds the limit, 
the result is mental chaos. It will be difficult for a man to go on 
Içarning when his brain is filled with chaotic half-knowledge. Why 
not build a broad, clear basis of knowledge, intelligently related, to 
which a man could add the knowledge he will gain by experience in 
the world? All growth and advancement takes place slowly; why 
should education be thrust hurriedly before the student then snatched 
away before he has had time to assimilate it and' make it a part of 
bisTown personality? 

It may be said that the work covered is not too great a task for 
e clever student, but by far the greater number of students in any 
ass arc of the average intelligence type, and the greatest good to 
£(ie greatest number should be the primary object of education.

This year we won tho Track, 
Tennis, Swimming Water Polo (I.C.

Although this is not 
our usual number of championships, 
It by no means reflects on the ability 
of our teams, for this year we have 
bad more men engaged In atbletl;s 
at the University than over before. 
There have been somo 1,280 students 
engaged in competitive athletics,, not 
counting the compulsory gymnasium 
of the first and second years.

The Oxford and Cambridge boat 
to. be rowed on Wednesday, 



March 30— start, 6 o'clock; course as 
.8 since 1845, from Putney to 
Mortlake; distance, four miles, twp 
furlongs— remains the intimate con- 
cern of every Briton; it has as much 
to do with the patrician as the ple- 
falan: it is a tradition, an institution. 
The varsities would have It for their 
very own; tho Kast-Ender; men, wo- 
man, boys, girls of every town, villago 
and hamlet; high and low, 1 itch aud 
poor, at this time of the year, are 
drawn, as if by some magnet, to the 
preparations of aie 36 mon who are 
tj row for Oxford and Cambridge. 

We become pro-Oxford, or pvo- 
Cambridge; until the race has been 
,won and lost w? arc Dark Blue, or 
Light Blue. And this we do because 
of "custom, inexorable. • • - 

I write many c'ays before the clas- 
sic happenlns, aiid yet already opin- 
ion is being frrely canvassed as to the 
chances, the possibilities and tho pro- 
spects of the crews Generally. It is 
a remarkable circumstnnco . that, 
people who nan no more sit a boat 
than fly :bo Atlantic carry themse'.ve* 
as would the seasoned. "Wet Bob',' at 
this period of the year; they follow 



tho work of the crews; namos, 
weights and personalities are reduced 
to common prat'le, and if you were 
not British you would be amazed that 
the man of some dingy factory that 
assists in making the unIovelinos3 of 
the Kant Knd fan feel pleasure and 
happiness at die coming of.. the .-boat 
race. The likelihood is that were it 
not for Oxford and Cambridge, the 
beauties, the mnjpsty of the Thames, 
would be unknown to him; of the 
.wharves of Wr.pping, the grirn, for- 
bidding reaches of the river which 
aklrts his llttlo community ,i he would 
only know, for tho Londoner, as I 
fcaye coma to understand him,. Is pa- 
rochial to an astonishing degree; ne 
is not given ti wandering abroad; 
but the boat nice calls him to' Put- 
ney, to Mortlnko, to some part or 
other of '.he championship course, 
and to be of i new world for one 
day in a twelve-month, a great busy, 
bustling world, bright with life, gay 
and rich in color, to be of a mighty 
and the best and surest- democracy— 
for such does the boat race create in 
K,way magical— Is his Joy. /.,.ion; 
i The popular "mpression at the mo- 
ment is that Cambridge will prove 
to be a crew of uncommon power; 
their chances are most favored. In 
the matter of weight and sheer 
strength, they promise to be a won- 
derful eight, five of whom arc more 
than 13 stone. So big are the men 
of Cambridge that they have been 
I counted fortunate in having been able 
to obtain u boat large enough to 
hold them: they have been using an 
* Jesus eight of extra size in which 
to do their work at home. It "will not 
be until they embark upon their last 
days of training at Putney that we 
.•shall bo able to feci wc have any- 
thing like a remarkable estimate of 
their powers, but they are such obvi- 
ously honest workers that judicious 
nnd careful coaching should help 
theni to shed minor blemishes and 
Biva to them fhat ease and. polish 
which tell of the oarsman of high 
degree. As last year the Cambridge 
men have received their only Instruc- 
tion from the old Light Blue oarsman, 
r the Rev. S. 13. Swann, and upon their 
arrival at Putney they will.be taken 
in hand by Co!. J. II. Gibbon, who 
was stroke of the great 1899 and 1900 
Cambridge eight. Oxford, who regard 
the Harvard-American, F. Lothrop, 
who rows No. 0, as a decided acquisi- 
tion, have enjoyed the help of Prof. 
G. C, Bourne, who, by stroking the 
Dark Blues to victory on four con- 
secutive occasions, performed a fèat 
which no ether stroke has accom- 
plished; 



plainly evident by their expressions 
of satisfaction. "H is the most 
cheerful newB in a business way that 
I have heard in flvo years," says one 
of them. As the head of a big brew- 
ery in the New York district, he de- 
clares, also, that the brewers "are 
ready on a moment's notice to put 
out real beer." He feels free to. say 
that he believes the ruling will stand, 
and that the Anti-Saloon League will 
not be able to secure a modification 
of.- it.i. Almost openly hé rejoices in 
tho notion that the value of the brew- 
eries will be virtually restored, for 
he thinks they will be enabled to 
operate on something like the e'emo 
schedule that was followed in tho 
days of licensed liquor. No doubt, 
he has some reason to feel elated, 
provided the ruling actually stand3. 
If it . does not potentially make a 
breach in the prohibition law wide 
enough to allow a person to drive 
.through with the proverbial horse 
and cart, It implies a considerable 
letting down of tho bars. It sug- 
gests that drug stores would, in time, 
be serving beer and wine almost as 
freely as the Galoons served them, 
in days gone by. Always, appar- 
ently, despite the high degree of- pro 
fessional honor obtaining in the me- 
dical, fraternity, somebody holding; a 
medical doctor's -iegr ce, of a sort, can 
bo found to prescribe liquor , when- 
ever there is a demand sufficient to 
make prescriptions of that . nature 
profitable. The records of thé pro- 
hibition "enforcement officials already 
fchow a physicien who wrote 70C0 
prescriptions, none for less .'than a 
pint, within a fjw weeks. If an of- 
ficial order now issues, giving .bear 
in unlimited quantities a medicinal 
status, just as vn order issued earlj- 
in February similarly recognised 
wine, one might almost say that the 
long-discussed restoration of beer 
and wine was already accomplished. 

But things ate not quite so bad as 
that yet. In the first place, the rul- 
ing is so far only a ruling, and given 
from, an office to which a new incunir 
B.e'4t has now succeeded. The noi- 
offlclal, President Harding's 'right- 
hand man, and Attorney-General, 
Harry M. Daugherty, has said that he 
would not hesitate to reverse his pre- 
decessor's decision if he felt,, that 
there were good reasons for doing so. 
If he allows the ruling to stand, the 
order of the enforcement officials 
giving it practical effect can hardly 
be issued before April 1, and in this 
meantime there will be opportunity 
for counteracting agencies to act It 
should not be forgotten that,. attar all, 
be best medical opinion of thé coun - 
try, as well as thè majority of that 
opinion, appears to haw' fairly well 
defined itself in opposition to tho 
prescription of liquor as a medicine. 
An editorial in the Journal of the 
American . Medical Association for 
Februart\/9. 1921. intimates that even 
at "the" time tha federal prohibition 
amendment, was adopted, twenty-four 
states, or half the entire number, h-d 
laws against writing or filling pre- 
scriptions for whisky, or brandy, and 
that in the . other • twenty-four states 
more than 70 p.c. of the registered 
physicians did not car© sufficiently to 
write prescriptions of that sort to so 
to the trouble of taking out the ne- 
cessary permit It is an' open ques- 
tion whether the percentage would be 



largely increase.' for beer and wine, 
in view of the general .'trend of pro- 
fessional and lay sentiment. But, 
at any rate, fie Palmer ruling can 
have no wide-sweeplns effect, if sta^ î 
ltws, as well as federal, arc strictly 
enforced, since tho laws of many 
states already prohibit physicians 
from writing liquor prescriptions. 
Charles R. O'Connor, Federal Prohi- 
bition Director of New York, says 
that they are thus prevented"" in 
thirty-nine stales out of the entire 
forty-eight. 

So considerable restriction appears 
to be already applicable to the Palmer 
ruling. - Mr. .O'Connor's citation of 
the law is corroborated by Wayne B. 
Wheeler, who, as general counsel of 
the Anti-Saloon League, of America, 
has made it his business to know the 
liquor law rather well. He saya 
that the ruling, even it It be made 
practical by new regulations, will 
allow the brewers to dispose of thei.- 
product in only nine states- And in 
these nine states, of course, the dis - 
pensing of It will be subject to close 
supervision and limitation. For even 
Mr. Palmer was of the opinion that 
the regulations permitting beer to bo 
prescribed as medicine might pro- 
perly limit the quantity which cov. d 
be called for by a single prescription, 
thus heading off abuses. There 
seems to be also, although Mr. Wheel- 
er did not mention it, some threat of 
difficulty lurking in the transporta- 
tion restrictions. The Volstead law 
requires no permit for the purchase 
of liquor prescribed by a physician. 
Yet it seems to require a permit for 
the transportation of liquor so pre- 
scribed, just as it requires permits 
for its manufacture and sale. The 
law as to transportation of liquor by 
individuals! even in quantities such as 
may -readily be carried in a, pocket 
flask, has been Interpreted very 
strictly indeed. If thero be no loosen- 
ing of the requirements here every- 
body who under the Palmer ruling, 
should be able to get beer in " un- 
limited quantities by means of a phy- 
sician's prescription would appar- 
ently need to consume it on the spot, 
regardless of the quantity, in order 
hot to run the risk of. getting into 
trouble with the authorities when 
undertaking to carry home his pur- 
chase. 

In the light of what the prohibition 
law is réally intended to do for the 
irtiitéa' "States, the - notion that beer; 
wine, or any. other alcoholic liquor 
can actually ha made or prescribed 
in unlimited' quantities as medicine 
is ridiculous. There shouuld be no 
legal basis for that sort of procedure. 
If there is nothing of the kind in the. 
law ,ttae new Attorney-General can 
bo properly expected to determine 
that fact without" delay. It the law 
fails of " its purpose to the extent, of 
permitting what the former Attorney 
General has said that it permits, then 
a Congraea that . is. overwhelmingly 
Republican can he expected to tighten 
up the law and stop the leaks. 
Everybody knows that one of the rea- 
sons why the popular vote at the 
elections of last November turned co 
aweeplngly against the Democrats 
was because of the. popular lack of 
confidence in the liquor policy of the 
Democratic Party. The Republican 
Party knows that its own splendid 
success was due In no. small measure 
to the popular belief that prohibition 
would be safest in . Republican hands. 
It is for the present Administration 
to deal with this matter. It cannot 
fairly leave a defect in the Prohlbi 
tion Enforcement Law to go without 
prompt and adequate correction.— 
Christian Science Monitor.

Now we. go dawn into the hollow, 
the wagon often skidding with' the 
steepness of the-descent At- the bot- 
tom .aro clumpa of Kaffir plum-trees, 
surrounded by luxuriant bush, which 
tolls of water in the neighborhood. 
Then we enter ' a narrow kloof.'ahe 
rocky walls of which rise rugged and 
high on either side of us; flaming 
aloes with their soft green-colored 
leaves, and hardy bushes, clinging to 
every ledge and cleft where they can 
find enough earth to sustain them.

The movement which is in progress 
in France in favor of introducing 
games and athletic exercises In th* 
curriculum of French schools airl 
colleges is particularly interesting. 
The French are not a sport-loving 
people, In the geuerally accepted 
meaning of that term, and, hitherto, 
anything like organized athlotics has 
been practically unknown in the edu- 
cational system or the country. Edu- 
cation in Franco is a serious and 
bober business. Tho hours of th°. 
srhoolboy and schoolgirl aro long and 
often arduous, and the Fr^ca school 
and college caniouK are burdened 
with a multiplicity of subjects, the 
study of which is obligatory in the 
casa of all pupils. 

The experiences of tho war, how- 
ever, have already done a great deal 
to break up.thiB condition. Tho pres- 
ence in France, for several years, of 
thousands and millions of men from 
Great Britain and tho United States 
has resulted in the conversion of 
many Frenchmen to a love of sport 
and to a steadily growing demand for 
more widespread opportunities .'or in- 
dulging tn It. The French educational 
reformer is evidently wide awake to 
the Importance of these developments 
The "judicious admixture of educa- 
tion and athletics," which obtains in 
both Great Britain and the United 
States, makes a strong appeal to him, 
and, In urging reforms In this direc- 
tion, ho has evidently secured influen- 
tial support. At any rate, his latest 
achievement is considered to be the 
appointment of Gaston Vidal, famous 
throughout France as an exponent of 
Rugby football and an enthusiastic 
advocate of athletics, to the Under- 
secretarysnlp of Education. Mr. 
Vldal has, oï course, other quallfica 
tiora for the post, but his chief quali 
fication In the eyes of young France 
■is that ho Is likely to prove to bo 
France's first "sports minister." 

Now, no one who knows anything 
about the value of athletics in educa- 
tion will be inclined to do other than 
welcome this now movomont in 
France. Nevertheless, the French 
educational authorities would be well 
advised not to move too hastily. The 
question of athletics and education, 
as it presents itself in Great Britain

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and the. United States, especially the 
latter, 'would reward careful study 
Anyone engaging in such an investi- 
gation would assuredly find many 
conditions and developments the re- 
verse of desirable. He would find 
schools where athletics had become a 
tyranny, whore they overshadowed 
everything elae, and where proficiency 
In athletics was regarded as a virtue 
sufficient to cover a surprising miilti 
tude of sins in other directions. In 
the.. universities he would often find 
much the same conditions. The situa 
tion in some of the American univer 
sities, where athletics are quite 
frankly used aa an aflYflrtleqmenf. to 
attract prospective studentc, is par- 
ticularly undesirable'." 'Thus, iot'ao 
long ago,. the chairman of «ne faculty 
athletic committee of a well-known 
state university Insisted flatly that 
athletics should be fostered because 
"this branch of the university does 
mom to get the school before the peo 
pie of .the state than any other 
agency." No doubt this statement Is 
true enough, but whether or not the 
kind of publicity thus obtained is of 
any advantage from an educational 
point of view is quite another matter, 
Once admit that pre-eminence in nth 
letlca is to constitute the main appeal 
of the university for public support, 
and the way is at once opened for all 
those reprehensible practices which 
such organizations as the National 
Côllqgiate Athletic Association' arc 
doing their best to discourage and 
suppress. 

The practice of scouring the coun- 
try for athletes, and inducing them 
to t enter a particular" university, 
quite regardiez"! of whether they have 
any desire whatever for a university 
education or any intention whatever 
of acquiring it is still all to common 
in the United States,- as Is the still 
more reprehensible practice of In- 
ducing athletic students in one uni- 
versity to transfer to another. When 
to these practices is added the grow- 
ing tendency of university, and even 
some will lie on their backs in ihck h i g h school athletic teams, to spend
